Disinfectants and Disinfection. 

Mavsvii.i.k, Ky., May 14, 1885. 
Editor BuVHtn; In response to your 
request for something in reference todis- 
intectants, I can do no better than to 
further condense a synopsis of the report 
made by the committee of the American 
Public Health Association, given in a 
recent number of the New York Medi- 
cal Record. It is plain, practical and au- 
thentic. 

The prevalent view is that all infectious 
disecses are caused by

germ, and disinfection is eompleto only 
when this germ is ellectually destroyed. 
It is not enough that put u faetive decom- 
position be arrested and foul odors over- 
come ; antiseptics and deodorizorsdothis, 
but they stop short of the actual destruc- 
tion of the disease-germ, and are, so far, 

of limited value. The popular •olphata 

of iron or common copperas is of this 
class ; it possesses no power, even in the 
strongest solutions, to destroy the vitality 
of disease-germs. 

However, when masses of organic ma- 
terial about human habitations can not 
bo effectually destroyed, disinfected or 
removed, then antiseptics and deodori- 
zors become valuable in restraining the 
development of disease-germs. But, in 
many localities, and especially in the 
sick room, we have this positive advant- 
age , we know where to find and how to 



the infected material. Must be used 
with great caution. 

Solution No. 3 is composed of one part, 
of liquor sod.ie chlorinated, and so t 
water five parts. It has no special ad- 
vantage over No. 1 and costs more. 

For the disinfection of privy vaults, 
etc., the following formula is recom- 
mended by the board: Chloride of lime, 
one pound ; corrosive sublimate, one 
ounce; plaster of Paris, nine pounds. 
The sublimate should be finely pulver- 
ized and thoroughly mixed with the 
plaster of Paris. Hi 
required in the pre| 
the compound is pot 

Molulion No. 1, diluted with nine parts 
of water, may be used for disinfecting 
clothing or the cloths used in the sick 
room, the articles being kept immersed 
in it for two or three hours. Boiling for 
half au hour or so, will also destroy the 
activity of all known disease germs. 

Will add that the prime obstacles to 
practical sanitation are, ignorance of the 
menus, skepticism and indifference and 
dread of the cost. The latter especially 
should not be operative longer, as the 
ingredients here named are inexpensive, 
cost nothing, compared with the assured 
benefits derived.
